Every body knows that ABp 
Bancroft (hew'd fo much Zeal for this glorious Caufe, tbac 
be went in Perfon to d^and of K. James'^ Lieutenant the 
Keys of xht Tower ^ and another venerable Prelate, on 
that happy occafion, not only put on a Blue Coat, Jack- 
Boots, d'c. but condttded her ' prefent Majefty to join 
tbofe who had adually.taken up Arms againft her Father \ 
fo much did (be efteem the Caufe of the Proteftant Reli- 
giouj and of b?r Country's Liberty, above all other OS- 
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ligations. In a word, this unanimous and Hearty Concur- 
rence of the Clergy with the reft of theNation, lnop- 
pof!^gK*3^tf»»fi, forc'dDr. Atterhwy to celebrate ^ir 
»• L* ^ r Praife, andgivc them this glorious Enco-

than once tnftrumental in making off tlie Yokes of e- 
*' very kind* from the Necks^of En^ilbmenJ^ 

After this, whocou'd fdfped: that uich mimbef s of thefe 
religious Men (hou'd fo icon daainf, wftat tfaemfetves, and 
the whole Nation had beenadlngat tfie Revolution ; and 
maintain that our All, our Fortunes, our Wives and Chil- 
dren, nay our very Lives depend on Will and Pleafure, 
and are entirely at the Difpolal of the Prince, who on^ 
pain of Damnation is nor to_be refiftedv tha his Tyraiwy 
be ever (b infupportable, a^ having a Divine Riglrt r^ at 
af^folute and unconditional Obedience ? Thefe Bmpfiring 
DoArines are at all times intolerable in a Free Nation, bat 
cfpedally when, the Lawfulne6 of the Government is. 
bu'lt on the Lawfulnefs of the Peoples withdrawing, their 1 

Allegiance from a King, who had^enfy invaded, and de- 5 

fign*d totally to (iibvert rheir Conltitatio». 1 

Twas to the Surprize of every body that Hi^h-Church il 

refjim'd tbefeold (taviih Notions, not only in r®ntradidiOB « 

to all their Difcourfes and Aftions at the Revotutibtu but 
in defiance of alt the Declarations, SuWcriptions^ Oaths 
and Obligationr, which ever were reqiiirU by God or 
Man, to tie and ingage Men to one another. Kay, they 
have de^It as deceitfully with God as with Man : How 
frequently andfolemnly have they mock'd the AUnighty, 
with moft hypocritical and Iham Th.lnUgivings for our 
happy Deliverance from Popery and Slavery, even when 
thev preached fuch Doftrines, as made it Damnation to 
refift a Tyrant who was bringing both Popery and Slavery 
on the Nation ? ^ 

Every one fees how impoffiblc 'tis to coin a DillioiSion 
that can in the leaft excule High-Church from Perjury, in 
fwearing to be^r true Alfegiancc to* K. WiHiamy whife 
they thought fj. Jnnus hid neisher parted with, nor cou'd . 
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•' Oaj4ithey'fcr€^c.tbrQ likea, 

of de Jnre and de fdSo j and po dgubt ';^pplaaded tbeni- 
felvcs for having found out '-fiidi a bappy Expedient, as 
^aVc ibem all! the Prpteftipn^iitl Ad vantages, of the Go? 
vernmrnt, and ^et left them at liberty to oppqfe it. 

Xhis impioos trifling of High-Cburch with their Oaths, 
jnade the Parliament jnclg it ncccflary to cat off all their 
JinaYifb DiflintSiop^, arid leave no room for any wretched 
Evafion \ and therefore they dblig-d 'em to fign tbe Affe- 
ciation^ vi\\iCh declares K. W7#/^;ii to be Lawful and Rigbt- 
klKvog, oi £ngUnd \ and in it, ti^ey mutually promifeand 
lengag^ toftanci by And aflSileach oib^r to the ntmoft of 
ttieir Power, yi Defence and' Swpport of his Majefty's 
Petfoniind Qoverriment, againft ttie late K. James^ and iill 
his Adherents, and in fupporting and defending the Suc- 
ceffion of the Crown as oy Law eftabhfli'd. 

Tbp in fublcribing this fokmri Declaration, there was 
no roocDiIcft for. Sabterfuges, yet this had no other effcd 
/on High-Church Priefts, than to make them rail the more 
fcitterly at the Reydution,anjd be the more adive in preach- 
ing up all ibcb DoAriues as nuide it Damnation to owa 
K. William for their rightful and lawful King. 

Yet notwithftanding this^thet^arliament oeKeving there 
MJere (bmc degrees of Wickedn^fs that the moft profli- 
gate wou'd boggle at, and few. fo abandon'd as not to have 
iome remorfe tor Piprjury on. Perjury, or at leaft not to be in 
love with Infamy, they cn^fted that all fbou'd fwear^what 
before they had fub&rib'd, "-' That K. Wiaiam was Kight- 
" fill and Lawful, and that they wcu*d bear true Faith 
*^ aqd Allegiance to him, And that the Pretender had no 
; ^ ** Right or Title whatever^ and that they wou*d fland 
! " by, defend iand maintain, to the utmoft of their Po ver, 

** the Protefiant S'ucceffion as by Law eftablilh'd in the 
^^ Hottfe of Hanover (tho there Were above twenty who 
■ Jby High-Chur<ii Principles were to precede that Houfe) 

] ** and that they acknowlcdg and fwear all this ac- 

I *^ coxj^iqg to thee?pre:rs Words, and according to the 

*' plain and .e?:prefs'Underftanding of them ^ and that 
*' they make this AcRnowledgraenr, Recognition, Ke- 
*** nunpiation. Abjuration and PromiJe, heartily, wil- 
" Ungly and truly, upon the troe Fairh of a Cbrijflian/' 
And this wascnadcd zg2i\n mpitaiis mutandis ^ in the 
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Oatii thev a(c enjoin'd to take to the prefent Quee n« Yft 
tbefe thills went down>ith tb^ro asgliiriytis aBoouper 
of Claret to the health^ of their Popifti King, whom, rUber 
than lofe the leafl: trifle, they will abjure ten times a day : 
Nay, High-Church Priefts, the more they fwear, the 
more they thipk it their Duty to be forfworn ,' and thofe 
Oaths which they can't break without renouncing the 
Faith of a Chriftlan, have no other efFed on them, than 
to make them the more adive andinduftrious in preaching 
up, with an uncommon Zeal* all thoie Dodrines which are 
inconfiflent with the late and prefent Government, and 
the Proteftant Succeflion. . 

The Parliament at the Revolution was govern'd by this 
Principle of eternal Truth, That a Nation can never be 
reduc'd to fuch Circumftances* as not to have a Right to 
ad for its own Perfervation i but that upon extraordinary 
bccadons^ it will always be tawfuLto break thro the ordi- 
nary Rules in aU (ucb things, as cou*d have no other realbn 
for their Itiftitution,than the common* Safety, that Supreme 
Law of Nature and Nations. And therefore in the Entail 
ihey made of the Crown, when King3^^/»fjbybisill^l 
Proceedings bad abdicated his legal Government, they 
took no notice of the then Prince of VTaUs^ and poftpon'd 
all other Titles, to invcft K. IViilam with the fole Admi- 
niftration, and afterwards excluded for ever all Papifts, 
and Perfbns marry'd to Papifts •, nay, condetan'd the Po»- 
pifli Pretender as a Traitor, notwitbftanding all the bun- 
dle of Evidences recorded in Chancery, to prove he was 
not fuppofititious. Which in every ftep being diametrically 
oppofite to the Principles of High-Church Priefts, who 
are never influenc'd oy the Good of Human Societys, 
every body mufk fee, that all the Oaths they have taken 
fmce the Revolution, are diredly contrary to their Con- 
fcienccs, and that tney defign nothing by the Paffive-Obe- 
dience Dodrines they preach up With fo much fiery Zeal, 
but to undermine the foundation of the prefent Settlement. 
And this appears moft plainly by their Condud on that 
Day* which trom their Abufe of it is call'd their General 
Madding-day •, for then they never fail to run down all 
that the Lords and Commons did at the Revolution, in 
order to damn the Settlemest built on it. Their infolent 
Harangues at that time put a Man m mind of the Bac- 
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thimdi4 in old. Rme^ where Slaves took.the lilierty to 
' iniult their Lords and Mafters, who gave them Bread. 
* . The Dffign iHf that Day of Hnmiliation, fee apart to 
deprecate God^ Judgments for an Adion which few alive 
approve, and none had a handin, is moft fcandalouOy per- 
verted^ when 'tis^made uie of to. alienate Peoples. A£^dion 
from toe prefent Government and Proteftant Succefiion : 
aknd there's nothing now which miore i^uires a day of Hu- 
miliation, than the crying Sin of Perjury, which High 
€fibrch Priefts (bew themklves guilty ofevery where, but 
m6ft efpecially in the moft holy Places, and on the moft 

§oIy D^ys, and on the moft holy Occafions \ when 'tis 
leir.Duty to :wam the People againft all Sins, but rhiefiy 
againft fuch as are of (b deep and black a Dye, as Sedition, 
Pcrjsry, undermining the Proteftant SuccefQon, and by 
CDnfequence the Proteftant Religion. Have we not too 
much reafon to apprehend, that \o horrid a Prophanation 
of all that s Sacred, muftpull down the moft dreadful 
Vengeance on the Preachers and Hearers, on the Priefts 
md People ? Till a ftop is put to thefe blafpbemons Abu* 
fes intheHoyoft of God, oughtnot every pious Chriftian, 
in utter ahhorrenceoffo infamous and execrable a Pradice, 
to fay with the good old Patriarch, O nt^ Sanl^ come not 
thm into their Secrets^ nor to their AJfembly mpe Honowr 
be not thof$ united I 

A Man wou'd be furpriz'd (if any thing High Church 
Priefts fay or do cou*d iurprize him) to fee them not only 
renounce the only good Aa they ever bad a (hare in, in 
joining with the People to bring about the happy Re- 
volution, but parfae with Vengeance all who dare attempt 
to prove that they then aded according to their Confci- 
ences, or that they have not iince been as often perjur'd as 
they have fworn. 

What other Quarrel have they againft Mr. //W/y, to 
whom they bear a mortal and implacable Hatred, not- 
withftandinghehas (which one wou'd think (houd merit 
their Favour) writ againft the Diflenters, and the Rights 
of the Chrifiian Churchy but that be is ib much in love 
with the late Revolution, that be does not defire to fee a- 
nother, and therefore makes it his Bufiuefs to jufttfy it a- 
gainft their fenflefs Cavils? Nay,/ti^ plain they have no 
other Crime to objed to him, bat that he has fo much Zeal 
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(ir their ifeall&tbrftt « tb tiodicatettein^efifting King 
James^ in 'the drfmce of their ReKnoB aofl Ontntry i 
and toifacwilow they iniglit, woaMtfteytc tnie toOeir 
own Re^olmibaPrttfciplesi igVrMifj fMiJir to tlve prcfqnt 
Oover6inKiit« the Proracaiit Sndceffion, and tb^ ^die 
Pktfadndeh But Hilgh^Iburcb mH never forgjivte htm A 
prefofliptaods an AitCtbfie : noL they will be periarM Dm 
thoor^nd lioM oveiL radw than owe «be lawftilne& xt 
tftkit^ tbeOatbs to fGfdi abdicated DoAdhies.

The 
forter VKK fo far fr dm tppra^mg Mt, MfoMfy^iB Wiiddflts^ 
tha)t they addrefi'd the fiilhops to cotioox wm theia ia a 
Synodicd CenToIrt of bis Sesmoii. for the Difimiokr «r 
hrougbtpa tWOmnh^ "while thie latter call that wfaiob b^ 
has wdt, in defdice of the DoAdne laid down in lUs 
Serinoa^ A 'JhrinfiOH$ Jnfiificatkn vf the Prmcifles m 
iMcb bar A^efiyOttd the NamoM ^ed m the &ie Il0va^ 
Imett^ and an eminem Service ioih *io ^OMrdb andSttnt. 
And indeed 'tis this Addceis, and oist Ae S^rftidn, that has 
notoiity b^en aldbd onter M^jeftVs^IdDdtpift at tfaetRe- 
Tolorion^ Imta Difhonbor to the Ghifrtii, % ^condemning 
thofe Prmciples by t^hich the Church, when in the grea^ 
teft danger^ wa^j^fervVl^oai utter Rom and Deftroo 
tion. Andf if that which faves the Ctlorch may bring 
Diflionoar to it, theleConvocation'men ai^e never like to 
bring lacb Dllhonoor to the Chnrcb. But 'ti$ not only the 
Laity who think the greatert^angerilhat can e^er happen to 
the Cbarch mnft ht from theCbardboEMen thfcm&lv«s,buc even 
the belt Men amobg the Clergy coniefs it : as for inftance^

theboty nsafon that the profets'd Jacobites do or qh 
^ve for W)r not taking the Qatlis, is. That their Pdn- 
ciples «f t^alBye*Obedience sm Non-Bie(iftance do in- 
iMabV auac^the^ to the Interefltofthe St. Ger mains 
FamilK^ inc^ppfMon totheprelent Government and tlie 
J^roteftaot'S^cceiOQon. And lince HigbCburch maintain 
thtiaoiei Dpftsines, oij^ht th<e;y .not, if ^bey wou'd not' 
be thoQgbt ti» mean the (ame thing, tO'cndeavoar to con- 
vince t^ 'Wo^d, that lacobitiUn Li not the neceflary 
CbdTcquisnce oi their common frinci^es? But theyar« 
(b'far trom bf&irijag at any fiieh diii^ that they plain- 
ly and openly %ew what th^y wou'a be at, when they, 
join with the Jacobites in all ^puUick Mattery, and ap- 
pear to be itmaenc'd in aU tmit Adlions !by the fame 
Spirit, and to carry on the iame Incerelt, and the fame 
Defigns -, which makes them alil^e commend and con- 
demn the ^(ame Things and Perfons, aiike rail at the 
Dutch^ alike ay up the French^ alike rejoice at our MiC 
fortunes, and to be alike mordify'd at oar good Succefles, 
alike revile the Qaeen, libel the Miniilry, and nuke 
f&ucy Invedives agaitilt the BIQiops. All which I take 
to he Proofs ex ahmdami \ fmce no one thinks he has 
not fuificient Evidence to judg bow a Man 'ftaods af-^ 
fcded to the Government^ it he only knows what his 
Sentiments, are relating to the Paffive-Obedience Doc- 
trines. 

Tho the fweariog Jacobites make the highefl: Court

None can accule High- 
Church of Ingratitude, unce every one knows what a 
great Veneration they have for the Man who comple- 
ments them fo highly for being forfwom, and who re- 
prjcfents Perjury, in thofe he names for worthy Men, as a 
noft Heroick Action.

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To conclude *, Kothiag woa'd be more certain, than 
that the Confeqaence of a new Revolution mad be giving 
up all oar prefent Libert7» lofing all the glorious Advan- 
tages whicby by a lading Peace that can't be far off, 
f' muft accrue to Great Britain^ and letting the French , 
King overrun all Europe. Then not only the Funds (frooi 
whidi there's fcarce a Family in England of any confer 
quence, but receives fome advantage) and the Church- 
Lands will all go towards the Maint^ance of Superfti- 
tion and Tyrantvy \ but fince it can't, be doubted but the 
Pa^s then vvill make iure woric, the whok Nation, won'd 
be involv'd in the utmoft Poverty and Miiery, and in a 
Slavery as irretrievable as it wou'd be infupportable : and 
we (hou'd be made the Jeft and Scorn of the whole 
World, and be thought the very kft and lowed of 
Mankind, if after all we have done to prelerveour Liber- 
ty, and to convey down to latefl: Poderity the inedimable 
Bleifing^ of the Revolution, we (hou'd luffer our felves to 
beprated out of 'em all, by a JPack of Ridiculous, SenP- 
lels, Selfifl), Pragmatical, Proud, Infolent, Perjur'd 
Wretches. 
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
